Historic  Buildings  ^ 
to  Bring  Back 
Life  of  Lincoln 

Exhibit  May  be  Completed  by 
June  1,  1932  ij/^^j,^.-: 

The  log  cabin  in  which  Abraham 
Lincoln  was  born,  the  Wigwam  in 
which  he  was  nominated  for  the 
presidency  of  the  United  States,  and 
other  buildings  intimately  associated 
with  his  life  will  appear  in  replica  on 
Chicago's  lakeshore,  adjacent  to  old 
Fort  Dearborn,  as  a  part  of  the  Cen- 
tury of  Progress  Exposition. 

A  Century  of  Progress  officials  have 
accepted  from  the  Congress  Con- 
struction Company  an  application 
for  a  permit  to  construct,  erect,  equip 
and  to  operate  as  a  concession  this 
group  of  buildings  which  will  be 
known  as  the  "Lincoln  Group." 

To  Reproduce  Birthplace 

For  Lincoln's  birthplace  there  will 
be  erected  an  exact  reproduction  of 
the  rude  cabin  at  Hodgenville,  Ky., 
which  has  been  allowed  to  stand  for 
a  century  and  a  quarter  as  a  shrine 
for  Lincoln  worshippers.  Nearby 
there  will  be  a  replica  of  Lincoln's 
home  at  what  is  now  Lincoln  City, 
Ind.  A  short  distance  away  will 
stand  a  duplicate  of  the  famous  Lin- 
coln-Berry store  at  New  Salem,  111., 
where  the  youthful  rail-splitter 
worked  as  a  clerk. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  build- 
ings of  the  Lincoln  Group  will  be  a 
replica  of  the  wigwam — the  large 
frame  building  in  which  Lincoln  was 
nominated  for  the  presidency  by  the 
Republican  party  in  1860,  and  which 
stood  at  the  corner  of  Lake  and  Mar- 
ket streets  in  Chicago.  In  the  wig- 
wam visitors  will  see  reproductions  of 
certain  rooms  in  the  Springfield 
home  which  Lincoln  left  for  Wash- 
ington, and  also  one  or  two  rooms  of 
the  White  House  of  his  time. 

It  is  expected  that  the  Lincoln 
Group  will  be  ready  for  operation  on 
or  before  June  1,  1932.

A  CENTURY  OF  PROGRESS 

Lincoln's  homes  intrisue  Paul  and  Camilla

"Here  is  Lincoln's  birthplace — a  replica  of 
the  original  one-room  cabin  now  enshrined 
at  Hodgenville,  Kentucky,"  said  Uncle  John. 
They  had  just  emerged  from  the  Rutledge 
Tavern  at  one  corner  of  the  log  stockade 
which  surrounded  the  Lincoln  Group,  and 
were  approaching  the  smallest  structure 
within  the  enclosure. 

"What  a  place  to  be  born  in!"  Camilla 
shuddered,  noting  the  hard-beaten  earth 
floor  and  scanty  furnishings — spinning  wheel, 
chair,  wooden  cradle,  and  improvised  bed  of 
poles  anchored  in  the  chinked  logs  of  the 
walls. 

"Hickory  slats  supported  a  feather  bed," 
Uncle  John  explained. 

"The  fireplace  is  the  only  cheerful  thmg 
here,"  observed  Paul. 

Uncle  John  continued:  "Stories  describe 
little  Abe's  toys — a  dried  gourd  rattle  that 
'growed',  and  a  stick  horse  with  a  carved 


replica  of  the  Lincoln-Berry  General  Store, 
which  Lincoln  and  William  Berry  conducted 
in  Salem,  Illinois,  in  1832;  but  the  three 
stepped  inside  to  see  the  group  depicting 
Lincoln's  assassination,  displayed  there. 

They  liked  the  exhibits  in  the  Wigwam. 

"The  building  is  a  duplicate,  except  for 
size,  of  the  rambling  Chicago  convention 
hall  where  Lincoln  was  nominated  for  the 
Presidency  in  1860,"  their  uncle  said.  Inside 
the  door  he  stopped  before  the  small  post 
office,  saying:  "Lincoln  was  postmaster,  too, 
in  Salem.  This  shows  how  mail  was  handled 
in  those  days." 

"Is  this  north  parlor  in  the  Springfield 
home,  where  Lincoln  received  news  of  his 
Presidential  nomination,  the  same  room  that 
is  in  the  Illinois  Host  House?"  Camilla  asked. 

"No,  that  is  the  sitting  room,"  Uncle 
John  answered. 

Paul,  meanwhile,  scrutinized  the  conven-

wood  head,  made  by  Thomas  Lincoln  for 
his  son." 

"Picture  the  great  Lincoln  shaking  a 
gourd  and  riding  stick  horses!"  laughed  Paul. 

They  found  the  reproduction  of  the  cabin 
on  Little  Pigeon  Creek,  Indiana,  where  the 
family  lived  during  Lincoln's  boyhood,  more 
livable  and  spacious  than  the  one  in  Kentucky. 

"Lincoln  deserved  fame!"  declared  Paul, 
gazing  at  the  figure  of  the  boy  lying  before 
the  fireplace,  using  a  shovel  for  a  slate. 

"Few  boys  overcame  such  handicaps," 
said  the  guard.  "Those  pegs  in  the  wall  lead 
to  his  loft  bed  with  its  straw  tick.  Abe  even 
studied  up  there  by  the  dim  firelight  that 
flickered  through  the  cracks. 

"Lincoln's  fatlier  thought  education  un- 
necessary. It  was  the  boy's  mother,  Nancy 
Hanks  Lincoln,  who  sent  him,  with  his 
sister,  Sarah,  to  school  in  Kentucky." 

Paul  spoke  up:  "To  a  'blab-school',  so 
named  because  the  pupils  studied  aloud." 

"You're  making  that  up,"  accused  Ca- 
milla. 

"No,  he's  right,"  affirmed  Uncle  John, 
"and  Lincoln  loved  school." 

They  turned  their  attention  to  the  arti- 
cles, typical  of  "pioneerdom",  displayed  in 
the  Indiana  cabin — the  corner  cupboard, 
tallow  dip  for  candles,  wooden  wheel  clock, 
bootjack,  tar  bucket,  and  primitive  meat 
grinder. 

"Some  of  these  need  their  labels — that, 
for  instance,"  said  Camilla,  indicating  a 
wooden  wrench  to  tighten  cord  bed  ropes. 


tion  banners  and  posters.  "Look! — a  poster 
picturing  an  open  eye,  labeled  '  W ide  Awake' ; 
and  another,  'Lincoln — the  Comet  of  I860'." 

"At  first  the  Springfield  lawyer  ran  so  far 
behind  WiUiam  H.  Seward  and  Salmon  P. 
Chase  in  the  race  for  nomination  for  the 
Presidency,"  said  Uncle  John,  "that  when 
'the  Railsplitter'  was  nominated,  pandemo- 
nium shook  the  rafters." 

"See  these  rare  prints,"  Camilla  urged. 
"Here's  one,  'The  Republican  Banner  for 
186U,'  with  the  Honorable  Abraham  Lincoln 
for  President  and  the  Honorable  Hannibal 
Hamlin  for  Vice  President — and  another,  of 
1864,  with  Lincoln  and  Andrew  Johnson." 

"These  war-time  political  cartoons  are 
interesting!"  said  Uncle  John.  "So  is  this 
picture,  'Reading  of  the  Emancipation  Proc- 
lamation Before  the  Cabinet'." 

To  Paul's  delight  the  attendant  let  them 
read  original  letters  written  by  the  martyred 
President,  dating  from  1841  to  1865. 

"The  perfect  English  which  Lincoln  ac- 
quired in  manhood,"  Uncle  John  told  ^hem, 
"was  largely  the  result  of  his  close  study  of 
the  Bible.  His  mother's  influence,  too, 
meant  much.  It  was  she  who  insisted  on 
his  going  to  school — although  Lincoln  was 
practically  self-educated,  through  the  reading 
of  good  books." 

"What  if  he'd  lived  before  the  day  of 
books?"  Camilla  suggested. 

"Fortunately,  he  didn't,"  was  Uncle  John's 
reply,  "but  I  think  that  Lincoln,  in  any  age, 
would  have  been  a  remarkable  man."

Although  competing  with  the 
manifold  exhibits  of  the  greatest 
vorld's  fair  in  American  history,  the 
Lincoln  exhibit  in  Illinois  Host 
house  at  A  Century  of  Progress  ex- 
position holds  its  own  as  a  drawing 
card,  hostesses  at  the  house  pointed 
out  today. 

"Surprising  as  it  may  seem,  when 
there  are  so  many  other  things  to 
see,  the  Lincoln  exhibit  is  viewed 
daily  by  hundreds  of  visitors,  which 
shows  that  the  American  people 
have  not  iost  faith  in  their  greatest 
leader,"  explained  one  of  the  host- 
esses. 

Thf-  J  incoln  room  is  in  the  north 
wmg  of  the  host  house.  Part  of  it 
is  devoted  to  a  reproduction  of  the 
livmg  room  in  the  Lincoln  home  at 
Sprmgfield,  111.  Here  you  can  see 
Lincoln's  favorite  chair,  as  well  as 
a  marble-topped  table  and  an  up 
bolstered  settee  from  the  Lincoln 
household,  and  these  are  arranged 
against  a  reproduction  of  the  mantle 
and  fireplace  in  the  Springfield 
home. 

An  Interestintr  Sidelight. 

There  is  an  interesting  sidelight 
about  the  favorite  chair  of  the 
fjieat  emancipator.  It  is  a  graceful 
rocker  v  ith  an  unusually  high  back. 
The  painted  decoration  across  its 
topmost  edge  is  worn  off  from  con- 
tact with  Lincoln's  shoulders — a 
condition  that  a  shorter  man  could' 
not  have  produced. 

Above  the  mantle  hangs  one  of 
the  two  original  portraits  of  the 
civil-war  president,  painted  b/ 
Cogswell.  Near  by  is  another  itemj 
nch  in  its  association  with  Lincoln.]

was  able  to  rnake  himself  that  were  something  more  than 
stool Q,  and  the  uaual  furnishings  to  be  found  about  the 
fire  place.
